The 
cozy patio a t the entrance to the 
residence invites

pause awhile and rest amid the 
green of the graceful ferns, or to 
feast upon the luscious bananas 
growing golden upon the tropical 
tree. Or again the dainty prim­ 
roses of the pansy faces forming 
borders in the scenic spot, wel­ 
coming the guest upon arrival, 
may be the central interest. 
Border plants grow along the 
walks and 
flower-bearing trees 
and 
shrubs 
flourish 
in 
group 
plantings about the garden. Choicd 
roses grow profusely along the 
side walk to the family garden 
in the rear of the residence. Many 
are the happy gatherings 
that 
take place in the family garden. 
Walled in by artistic fences cov­ 
ered with fuschias, hybiscus, hon­ 
ey suckle, Crimson lake Bougain­ 
villea, cup of gold and other flour­ 
ishing plants, guests 
spend an 
evening or afternoon in peaceful 
pleasure.

Long garden tables, bright with 
colored linens and gay pottery are 
provided for the repast prepared 
on 
the 
spacious 
grill 
nearby. 
Games are played on the green and 
velvety lawn while the “comfy” 
garden swings offer comfort. 
Mr. and Mrs. Orton find great 
pleasure 
in 
growing 
camélias 
which are abundant bloomers. At 
present one of these shrubs is cov­ 
ered with dozens of buds. 
This 
bush is the “Perfection” and there 
are several other varieties. 
These dirt-gardeners who just 
celebrated their 25th wedding an­ 
niversary have great fun working 
in their lath house where they 
grow many varieties of Rex be­ 
gonias. Among the lovely plants 
are the Chiÿstmas, Hilda, Queen 
Victoria, 
Bronze King and the 
Firefly. 
It is the plan of the 
Ortons to move the la*th-house to 
a larger space—the excluded gar­ 
den for the clothesline. 
Mr. and Mrs. Orton built their 
new Spanish-type home four years 
ago and then started their garden 
which has won awards in the an­ 
nual garden pilgrimage sponsored 
by the city’s garden club. 
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What will the young walnuts 
and peach trees who have been 
putting on spring rainment this 
fall, wear when spring truly ar­ 
rives in 1940? 
Will they don new 
clothes again? Or will the trees 
who are staging spring fashion 
shows now have no clothes a t all?

This question has been bother­ 
ing a number of orchardists or 
walnut growers having one or two 
town lots. Harold Wahlberg, farm 
advisor of Orange county gives 
the opinion that the present epi­ 
demic of blossoming will affect 
next year’s crops but 
slightly, 
with the probability that trees 
showing off-bloom now, will put 
out a crop of blossoms somewhat 
later than usual. 


E CLASSES 


Fa ll planting is of two kinds: 
First, the tasks which can be done 
only in the fall, and second, these 
which can be performed either in 
, the fall or spring. 
There is no option about the 
first class, which 
includes the 
planting of tulip, narcissus, hya­ 
cinth and the minor hardy bulbs, 
and setting out of peonies and 
madonna lilies. 
If these subjects 
have not been put in the ground 
by the time it freezes you must 
wait another year to add them to 
your garden picture. 
It is surprising the number who 
do not understand this and who 
try to purchase tulip bulbs in the 
spring. These fall bulbs are im­ 
ported each year at this time 
from Holland and are available at 
no other time. 
They must pass i 
-- 
the winter in your garden soil in !tbls 
order to bloom in the spring. 
The second class of fall planting 
tasks, those which can be done 
either in fall or spring, include 
many which are better done in 
the fall; and the experienced gar­ 
dener may usually be told by the 
way in which he gets these jobs 
out of the way. 
^ The optional jobs include plant­ 
ing trees and perennials, making 
and repairing lawns, and sowing 
some annual and perennial flower 
seeds. 


Next year’s walnut crop, Mr. 
Wahlberg believes, will be light if 
nature continues to regard alter­ 
nate light and heavy crops,* the 
crop 
this 
year 
having been a 
heavy one. The farm advisor says 
that the first frosty weather will 
kill the tender new leaves put 
out by numbers of trees recently, 
and he believes that then the tree 
will go on much as usual. About 
a third of the walnuts in the 
county are said to -have crops of 
new leaves.

Next year’s crop of deciduous 
fruit is expected to be a rather 
heavy one to follow the light .crop 
of the present year, Mr. Wahl­ 
berg says, unless the predictions 
of Scripps Institute of Oceanog­ 
raphy for a dry warm winter, 
prove true. Deciduous fruits need 
cold weather to produce a heavy 
crop.

It is rather ornamental, 
with large green leaves, lovely

the 
fall. 
The flowering 
quince, 
how­ 
ever, is not cydonia (though it 
used to be so called and you 
will often find them catalogued 
as cydonia), but a separate genus, 
chaenomeles. 
The name 
comes 
trom the Greek, the first pari of 
the word meaning “to split,” the 
fruit being supposed to split into 
five valves. 
The 
last part of 
the word comes from “melea,” 
apple. 
The quince (likewise the 
flowering quinces) belongs to the 
rosaceae family, of the special 
tribe, 
the 
“pomes,” 
which 
in­ 
cludes also the pear and apple. 
While 
the 
flowering 
quinces 
flower so abundantly that it is 
chiefly for 
their 
floral beauty 
th_*y are grown, the fruit makes 
an excellent jelly', and is even 
considered better for that pur­ 
pose than the fruit of the com­ 
mon quince. 
The 
flowering 
quinces 
come 
from China and Japan, a small 
group of only four species. 
The 
flowering 
quince 
with 
which most of us are .familiar 
we 
knew 
as 
cydonia japonica. 
Botanists now not only call it 
chaenorrreles instead of cydonia, 
but lagenaris instead of japonica. 
So if you are looking for your 


old friend, cydonia japonica with 
its 
spreading, spiny 
branches, 
glossy leaves, and reo’ flowers, 
you would scarcely recognize it 
under 
\he 
name “chaenomeles1 
lagenaria.” 
Without* going too much into 
detail regarding the hybrid flow- 
ring quinces, we may say that 
some of these make large bushes, 
some 
are dwarf, some 
almost 
prostrate. 
The

range 
from* pure white through “apple 
blossom,” pink, rose, coral rose, 
crimson, to dark, rich red. Some 
of the flowers are single; some 
types have double flowers. They 
bloom profusely.

SABOTAGE WARNING 
The ghost of the First World W ar keeps pop­ 
ping up in this country , even while American citi­ 
zens have turned their attention to the new strug­ 
gle. Over the protests of the German government, 
the German Mix ed Claims Commission has award­ 
ed nearly $50,000,000 to private Americans for 
two munitions ex plosions which occurred more 
than 20 y ears ago—b efore the United States en­ 
tered the First World War. 
The first b last occurred on Black Tom Island, 
off New Jersey , in July , 1916, when two million 
pounds of am munition were set off. The second 
was at Kingsland, N. J., where half a million 
three-inch shells b lew up. The commission de­ 
cided last June that b oth b lasts were the work of 
German espionage agents. 
The disposition of the Black Tom and Kingsland 
cases comes as a warning to this country —a warn­ 
ing that there is another w ar and that the Allies 
will again want munitions. The United States 
must ex pect repetitions of such sab otage acts. 
Wars sometimes are fought a long way from the 
b attlefields.

Now this is an arguab le thesis 
which does not discredit the in­ 
telligence or patriotism of those 
who hold it. 
I personally think 
it is not our war. 
Nevertheless, 
men are not morons who hold 
that

are 
also 
fighting our own. 
This premise 
is that Germany is our foe, as 
well as theirs. 
But from this premise what is 
the conclusion? 
It is that we 
should 
lift 
the 
emb argo, 
sell 
b omb ing planes, poison gas, and 
every instrum ent of death 
b y 
which the enemies of England and 
France (our enemies) may b e put 
to death and charge our b rave 
allies a profit for fighting for us! 
I sub mit that this is a craven 
ex cuse upon which to predicate 
the action of a great nation. 
We were called Shy locks once 
w ithout cause or ex cuse. 
That 


their situation is then more des­ 
perate than now, we are going 
to rub our unctuous hands and 
say to them, “no gold—no goods. 
We sell only for cash. We fight 
only for cash. We fight only for 
profits." 
Or will we? 
Such is “more than words and 
less than war.” To me it is wholly 
ignob le and rotten. 
If this is our 
war, even a fourth or a tenth 
part of it, we should pay for our 
part in money , in ships and in 
men.

To their eternal credit Senators 
who opposed lifting the emb argo 
such as Borah and Clark of Mis­ 
souri said that if this were our 
war they would vote to declare 
America’s participation in it with 
all that implies.

High Blo o d Pressure Mo re Co m­ 
mo n Than All Other Ail­ 
ments Co mbined 
High b lood pressure is more 
common among Americans than 
all other forms of heart disease 
and the disturb ances of the cir­ 
culation put together. It is esti­ 
mated that one-fifth of the en­ 
tire population suffers from high 
b lood pressure. 
Phy sicians 
ex amining a 
pa­ 
tient nowaday s take three meas­ 
urem ents promptly —tem perature, 
b eat of the pulse and b lood pres­ 
sure. 
For a long time it was b elieved 
b y the medical profession that 
there was no specific cause for 
ab norm al b lood pressure. More 
recently , however, doctors are in­ 
clined to link high b lood pressure 
with disturb ances of the kidney s, 
heart and b lood vessels. 
The b lood pressure records of 
11,383 people were studied recent­ 
ly b y Dr. S. C. Rob inson and Dr. 
M arshall Brucer, who sought to 
determ ine w hat might b e regard­ 
ed as normal b lood pressure. The 
researchers were ab le to ex am ­ 
ine the records of many people 
who had b een tested a« to suit­ 
ab ility for life insurance.

As the result of their studies, 
Doctors 
Rob inson 
and 
Brucer 
reached 
two 
im portant 
conci­ 
sions: 
1. People who will suffer from 
high b lood pressure in later y ears 
generally have high b lood pres­ 
sure when they are y oung. 
2. Women are more likely to 
have ex trem ely low b lood pres­ 
sures than men. Low b lood pres­ 
sure is usually found up to the 
age of 40, after which it rises 
somewhat b ut is still lower than 
that of men 
of corresponding 
ages 
Nowaday s, the phy sician makes 
two records of b loody pre ssure - 
one just after the heart has con­ 
tracted to force out the b lood into 
the b lood vessels, and the other 
just b efore the heart relax es. 
Doctors have learned that a 
single m easurem ent of b lood pres­ 
sure is not especially significant. 
To ob tain figures that really in­ 
dicate the state of circulation.

M a n y penetra ting o bserv ers 
ha v e o ften po inted o ut ho w bo th 
lucky and clev er the Adm inistra ­ 
tio n has been in being pro v ided with, 
o r pro v iding, distractio ns at the mo st 
o ppo rtune times. The present o v er­ 
w helm ing distractio n ca m e in tim e to 
div ert peo ple’s attentio n fro m 
a series 
o f cum ulating bad spo ts tn Federal 
po licies that pro mised L driv e the 
present Administratio n fro m po wer, 
repudiated and disgraced. W hile the 
present situatio n may sa v e the Ad­ 
m inistratio n fro m 
public criticism 
fo r a co nsiderable tim e the Am eri­ 
can peo ple canno t esca pe the co nse­ 
quences o f these cumulating bad 
spo ts, and if they are wise they will 
lo o k at them no w. 
The big po int to bear in mind is 
tha t the public pro bably is no t and 
w ill no t be w ise in these matters. The 
present Adm inistratio n appears to 
ha v e a ccepted this as an o bv io us fact 
and has capitalized it co ntinuo usly . 
Nev ertheless, tim e is o n the side o f 
truth, and tho ughtful o bserv ers who 
w ill no t be distracted see rather 
clea rly what awaits the American 
peo ple when the day o f disillusio n­ 
m ent arriv es. 
A few o f these bad spo ts, with
